"unresponsive to endotoxin, lipoteichoic acid and Mycobacterium tuberculosis lysate as a bacterial cell component" is not supported by 
the instant specification. Specifically, the specification disclose that TL2 -/- mouse is has similar response as the wild type mouse to 
LPS, see example 2 and Figure 16. whereas the specification does not disclose whether it is responsive to lipoteichoic acid or 
Mycobacterium tuberculosis lysate. As such, the TLR2 -/- mouse is not enabled for these phenotype. The 1 12 1st rejection is 
maintained for these claims. 
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
